JOHN  EMERY. 


John  Emery,  sen.,  son  of  John  and  Agnes  Emery  of  Romse}T, 
Hants,  England,  was  born  in  England  Sept.  29,  1597  ; he  sailed 
from  Southampton  April  3,  1635,  with  his  brother  Anthonj’ 
in  the  ship  James  of  London,  William  Cooper,  Captain,  their 
wives  and  one  or  two  children  each  probably  with  them  ; he 
landed  in  Boston  June  3,  1635,  and  came  soon  after  to  New- 
bury where  John,  sen.,  had  a town  grant  of  half  an  acre  for  a 
house  lot.  John  Emery  was  fined  Dec.  22,  1637,  by  the  town, 
twenty  shillings  for  inclosing  ground  not  laid  out  or  owned 
by  the  town,  contrary  to  a town  order,  and  on  Feb.  1, 1638,  the 
town  granted  him  that  part  of  ground  which  was  already  en- 
closed. He  was  made  freeman  June  2,  1641,  and  recorded  as 
one  of  the  ninety-one  freeholders  of  the  town  Dec.  2,  1642  ; in 
the  same  year  he  was  appointed  with  three  others  to  make  a 
valuation  of  all  the  property  in  the  town,  for  the  purpose  of 
proportioning  each  man’s  share  in  the  new  division.  On  March 
16,  1663,  John  Emery  was  presented  to  the  Court  at  Ipswich 
by  Henry  Jaques,  Constable  of  Newbury,  for  entertaining  of 
travellers  and  quakers.  May  5,  1663,  his  presentment  for  en- 
tertaining quakers  was  referred  unto  next  Court.  The  next 
Court  fined  him  four  pounds,  costs  and  fees  for  entertaining 
strangers.  The  evidence  given  in  the  case  was  u yt  two  men 
quakers  wr  entertained  very  kindly  to  bed  and  table  & John 
Emmerie  sliok  ym  by  ye  hand  and  bid  ym  welcome.”  Also 
“that  the  witness  heard  John  Emery  and  his  wife  say  that  he 
had  entertained  quakers  and  that  he  would  not  put  them  from 
his  house  and  used  argument  for  the  lawfulness  of  it.”  John 
Emery  in  May,  1663,  petitioned  the  General  Court  for  the  re- 
mission of  his  fine.  His  petition  was  signed  by  the  selectmen 
of  the  town  and  fifty  of  the  citizens.  The  fine  was  not  re- 
mitted. 

He  was  also  prominent  in  the  case  of  Lieut.  Robert  Pike,  re- 
fusing to  recognize  the  authority  of  the  Court  to  deprive  him 
and  his  neighbors  of  the  right  of  petition.  In  the  famous  ec- 
clesiastical difficulties  John  Emery  was  a member  of  the  Wood- 
man party. 

April  10,  1644,  he  had  a grant  from  the  town  of  twenty-two 
acres  and  five  rods  being  his  own  and  Henry  Palmer’s  portion 
of  Divident  land  in  the  great  field  beyond  the  new  town.  He 
was  selectman,  1661  ; fence  viewer,  1666  ; grand  juryman  in

the  same  year  ; jury  of  tryals  in  1672  ; appointed  to  carry  votes 
to  Salem  in  1676.  He  was  married,  first,  in  England,  to  Mary 

who  died  in  Newbury,  April,  1649.  He  married,  second, 

Mrs.  Mary  Webster  ( nee  Shatswell)  widow  of  John  Webster  of 
Ipswich,  Oct.  29,  1650.  He  died  in  Newbury,  Mass.,  Nov.  3, 
1683.  His  wife  died  April  28,  1694.  He  made  his  will  May 
1 , 1680,  proved  Nov.  27,  1683,  in  which  he  mentions  his  age  as 
eighty-three  years.  The  inventory  of  his  estate  was  taken  the 
same  day,  amounting  to  263  pounds,  11  shillings.  His  wife 
made  her  will  Aug.,  1693,  proved  June  11,  1696.

2.  John2  Emery,  jun.  (John1),  son  of  John  Emery,  sen.,  and  his  first 
wife,  born  in  England  about  1628  ; came  with  his  father  to 
Newbury  in  1635  ; married  Mary  Webster  daughter  of  John  and 
Mary  (Shatswell)  Webster,  Oct.  2,  1648.  Selectman,  1670- 
1673  ; jury  of  trials  1675-1676  ; chosen  to  carry  votes  to  Salem, 
1675-1676  ; chosen  to  serve  on  jury  of  trials  at  Ipswich  ; tyth- 
ing  man  1679  ; way  warden  1679.  In  1642  he  had  laid  out 
to  him  fourscore  acres  over  the  Artichoke  or  Rasberry  River. 
Fort}'  acres  of  this  land  was  a grant  of  the  town  of  Newbury  to 
John  Emery,  sen.,  and  by  him  given  to  his  son  in  considera- 
tion of  love  and  affection.  The  remaining  forty  acres  were 
bought  of  Archelaus  Woodman  for  thirty  pounds,  being  a town 
grant  to  him.  This  tract  of  land  has  been  in  possession  of 
the  name  since  it  was  laid  out  to  John  Emery,  jun.,  and  now  in- 
cluded in  the  farm  of  the  late  Eliphalet  Emery,  Esq.,  of  West 
Newbury,  is  owned  by  his  daughter,  Mrs.  Mary  Hale  Em- 
ery. John  Emery,  jun.,  was  a signer  of  the  petition  in  the  case 
of  Lieut.  Robert  Pike,  and  a member  of  the  Woodman  party 
in  the  church  difficulties.  He  is  styled  Sergeant  on  the  records. 
He  was  admonished  in  1694  for  opposing  their  ordained  min- 
ister. He  was  made  freeman  May  30,  1690;  made  his  will 
Aug.  3,  1693.  His  wife  died  Feb.  3,  1709.

(Webster)  Emery,  born  in  Newbury,  Mass.,  May  13,  1652, 
made  freeman  April  19, 1691  ; married  Mary  Woodman,  daugh- 
ter of  Mr.  Edward  Woodman,  Nov.  29,  1676.  He  was  pressed 
at  Newbury,  Dec.,  1 675,  as  a soldier  for  King  Philip’s  War  and 
was  in  the  great  Narragansett  fight  Dec.  19, 1675,  and  wounded 
in  the  shoulder.  His  will  was  made  Feb.  6,  1722-23  ; proved 
Oct.  7,  1723.  Amount  of  inventory,  two  hundred  and  two 
pounds,  two  shillings,  ten  pence.  He  died  in  Newbury,  Sept. 
29,  1723.  His  wife  died  Sept.  13,  1723.

14.  Rev.  Samuel3  Emery  ( John  J jun.,  John,1  sen.)  son  of  John,  jun., 

and  Mary  (Webster)  Emery,  born  in  Newbury,  Mass.,  Dec.  20, 
1670  ; graduated  at  Harvard  College,  1691.  He  went  to  Wells, 
Me.,  previous  to  1698,  probably  as  Chaplain  to  the  garrison 
stationed  there.  In  the  town  records  of  1698  he  is  mentioned 
as  a minister  of  the  town.  March  17,  1701,  the  town  voted 
to  settle  Mr.  Emery  as  their  regular  minister  and  “to  give  him 
3rearly  45  pounds  to  be  paid  one  half  in  good  merchantable 
provisions  as  follows  : Wheat  at  5 shillings  a bushel ; Indian 
corn  at  three  shillings  a bushel ; rye  at  three  shillings  a bushel ; 
pork  at  three  pence  a pound  ; beef  at  two  pence  a pound  and 
to  cut  and  bring  to  his  house  twentj^-five  cords  of  fire  wood 
and  that  he  should  have  the  use  of  the  ministerial  land.”  A 
church  was  organized  Oct.  29,  1701.  Mr.  Emery  was  ordained 
Oct,  29,  1701,  the  churches  of  Newbury,  Dover,  Portsmouth 
and  York  being  invited  to  assist.  In  1716,  the  people  being 
poor  in  consequence  of  the  war,  Mr.  Emery  relinquished  all  that 
was  due,  being  a large  part  of  the  amount  allowed  him  as  salary. 
After  this  his  people  raised  his  salary  to  eighty  pounds  and  di- 
rected all  mill  rents  to  be  paid  to  him  and  built  a study  for 
his  wife.  The  latter  years  of  his  life  were  disturbed  by  some 
troublesome  matters.  He  was  charitable  and  of  a quiet  tem- 
perament, performing  his  duty  without  ostentation,  with  zeal 
and  courage  fulfilling  in  an  eminent  degree  the  apostolic  pre- 
cept “as  much  as  in  you  lieth  live  peaceably  with  all  men.” 

Rev.  Samuel  Emery  married  Tabitha  Littlefield,  daughter  of 
Francis  Littlefield,  jun.,  of  Wells ; he  died  at  Biddeford,  Me., 
Dec.  28,  1724.

Mary  (Woodman)  Emery,  baptized  in  Newbury,  Mass.,  April 
10,  1698 ; married  Ruth  Watson  of  Haverhill,  Mass.,  in, 
Haverhill,  Dec.  10,  1719.  He  was  a farmer  and  lived  in  Hav- 
erhill till  about  1725,  when  he  moved  to  Dracut,  Mass.  The 
record  of  baptism  of  James  Emery  is  from  the  Records  of  the 
First  Church  of  Newbuiy.  The  records  of  birth  and  death  of 
himself  and  wife  are  not  known.  He  was  probably  born  in 
Newbury,  early  in  1698.  It  is  probable  that  she  was  born  in 
Haverhill  and  that  they  both  died  in  Dracut. 

On  March  30,  1757,  he  presented  a petition  to  the  General 
Court  of  Massachusetts,  in  which  he  stated  that  his  son  Am- 
brose, a minor,  “Inlisted  himself  into  His  Magestie’s  Service 
in  the  Expedition  Carrying  on  against  Crown  Point,  in  the 
year  1756,  under  the  command  of  Capt.  Butterfield,  and  after 
he  was  dismissed  (discharged),  at  Lake  George,  as  he  was 
returning  home,  he  was  taken  sick  at  Glasgo,  and  not  able  to 
travel ; and  when  tidings  thereof  was  brought  to  3'our  Petitioner 
he  sent  a man  and  horse  to  fetch  his  son  home,  which  occa- 
sioned considerable  charge  to  your  Petitioner,  according  to  the 
account  herewith  exhibited.”  He  asked  that  he  be  remunerated,. 
He  was  given  £3,  9s.  and  8d.

II. 

ANTHONY  EMERY. 


1.  Anthony  Emery,  second  son  of  John  and  Agnes  ( ) Emery, 

was  born  in  Romsey,  Hants,  England, ; married  Frances 

, , and  came  to  America  in  the  ship  “ James,”  landing 

in  Boston,  June  3,  1635.  He  was  probably  in  Ipswich,  Mass., 
in  the  following  August,  and  soon  after  settled  in  Newbury, 
where  he  lived  until  about  1640. 

A court  record  of  Dec.  22,  1637,  shows  that  he  was  a brother 
of  John,  and  a similar  record  of  June  10,  1638,  that  he  was 
then  residing  in  Newbury. 

He  removed  to  Dover,  New  Hampshire,  about  1640,  and  Oct. 
22,  of  that  year,  signed  the  “ Dover  Combination.”  From  that 
time  until  1649,  when  he  removed  to  Kittery,  Maine,  he  was 
identified  with  the  interests  of  that  town.  His  house  was  at 
Dover  Neck,  about  a mile  from  the  present  railroad  station  at 
Dover  Point,  and  three  or  four  miles  from  Major  Richard  Wal- 
dron’s settlement  on  the  Cocheco  River.  There  he  kept  an 
ordinary,  which  was  destroyed  by  fire,  as  appears  from  the  fol- 
lowing petition : 

“ Right  wor’p  com  of  the  Massachusetts 
The  humble  peticon  of  Anthony  Emiy  of  Dover 
Humbly  showeth 

Unto  you’r  good  wor’p  that  you’r  poore  peticon’r  was 
licenced  b the  towne  abousd  to  keept  an  ordinary  wh 
shd  give  Dyet  & to  sell  beere  & wine  as  was  accustomed 
& sithence  there  was  an  order  that  non  but  one  should 
sell  wine  upon  which  there  hath  beene  complaint  made 
to  you’r  wor’p  as  Mr  Smyths  saith  & hee  hath  in  a 
manner  discharged  you’r  pet’r  well  wilbe  to  you’r  pet’r 
great  damage  haueing  a wife  & 3 children  to  maintain 
& not  a house  fitted  for  present  to  liue  in  haueing  had 
his  house  & goods  lately  burned  downe  to  the  ground. 

Humbly  beseeching  yo’r  wor’p  to  bee  pleased  to  grant 
to  you’r  pet’r  that  he  may  sell  wine  & that  Mr  Smyth 
ma}7  be  certified  thereof  keeping  good  order  in  his  house 
& he  shall  as  hee  is  in  Duty  bound  pray  for  you’r  wor’p’ s - 
health  & happyness.” 

This  petition  does  not  bear  date,  but  it  is  known  from  other 
papers  that  Anthony  Emery  petitioned  in  1643,  for  permission 
to  keep  an  ordinary,  and  that  March  7,  1643-4,  he  was  “ al- 
lowed whereby  to  draw  out  his  wine.”  In  that  year  and  in  1648 

(13) 
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also,  he  was  one  of  the  townsmen  (selectmen),  for  the  “ pru- 
dentiall  affaires  ” of  Dover. 

On  November  15,  1648,  he  bought  of  John  White,  a house, 
field,  and  great  barren  marsh  on  Sturgeon  Creek  in  Pischata- 
qua,  afterward  Kittery,  now  Eliot,  and  two  other  marshes.  He 
seems  not  to  have  taken  possession,  however,  until  the  next 
year;  for  he  served  as  grand  juror  in  Dover,  in  1649. 

During  his  eleven  years’  (1649-1660)  residence  in  Kittery, 
he  was  juryman  several  times,  selectman  in  1652  and  1659,  and 
constable.  He  was  one  of  the  forty-one  inhabitants  of  Kittery, 
who  acknowledged  themselves  subject  to  the  government  of 
Massachusetts  Bay,  Nov.  16,  1652.  At  four  different  times  he 
received  grants  of  land  from  the  town.  He  also  bought  of  Jo- 
seph Austin  of  Pischataqua,  July  15,  1650,  “a  little  marsh  soe 
Commanly  called  aboue  Sturgeon  Cricke,  with  a little  house 
& vpland  y’runto  belonging,  as  also  one  thousand  fine  hun- 
dred foote  of  boards,  for  & in  Consideration  of  Two  stears 
Called  by  y’e  name  of  draggon  and  Benbow,  with  a weeks 
worke  of  himselfe  & other  two  oxen  well  is  to  be  done  at 
Cutchecha.” 

In  1656,  he  was  fined  £5  for  mutinous  courage  in  questioning 
the  authority  of  the  court  at  Kittery,  and  in  1660,  again  fined, 
for  entertaining  Quakers,  and  disfranchised. 

May  12,  1660,  he  and  Frances  his  wife,  sold  house  and  land 
at  Cold  Harbor  to  son  James  for  £150,  together  with  all  other 
lands  in  Kittery,  “with  all  & singular  the  houseing  barne  Gar- 
den oarchards  Commons  profetts  priviledges  fences  wood 
Tymber  appurtenances  & Haeredtaments  belonging,  or  in  any 
wise  app’rtayning  thereunto.” 

Deprived  of  the  rights  and  privileges  of  a freeman  in  Kit- 
tery, he  turned  his  footsteps  toward  a colony  in  which  greater 
liberty  was  allowed,  and  was  received  as  a free  inhabitant  of 
Portsmouth,  Rhode  Island,  Sept.  29,  1660. 

It  has  been  conjectured  that  he,  prior  to  settling  in  Newbury, 
or  removing  to  Dover,  bought  land  in  Portsmouth,  and  dwelt 
there  awhile.  This  conjecture  lias  its  origin  in  the  fact,  that 
one  “ Goodman  Emeres”  owned  land  in  Portsmouth  in  1643, 
as  is  known  from  the  records  of  a general  town  meeting  held 
in  Portsmouth,  March  1,  1643. 

Who  “ Goodman  Emeres  ” was,  or  whence  came  the  Little 
Compton,  Rhode  Island,  family  of  Emerys,  has  been  mere  con- 
jecture. We  have  been  unable  thus  far  to  trace  their  geneal- 
ogy, or  to  cofinect  them  with  our  ancestor,  except  in  name  and 
locality.  We  accept  the  Portsmouth  records  as  evidence  of 
Anthony  Emery’s  first  legal  residence  there  until  1680,  though 
he  is  designated  “ of  Kittery,”  in  a deed  to  his  son  James, 
Oct.  1,  1663. 

He  served  as  juryman  from  Portsmouth  on  several  occasions, 
was  chosen  constable,  June  4,  1666,  and  deputy  to  the  Gen- 
eral Court,  April  25,  1672.  The  last  record  that  we  find  of  a 
deed  of  land  in  Portsmouth  to  Rebecca  Sadler,  his  daughter, 
dated  March  9,  1680.  It  is  barely  possible  that  he  returned

to  Kittery,  and  that  Anthony  Emery  who  was  representative 
from  Kittery  at  York,  March  30,  1680,  was  our  ancestor,  but 
it  does  not  seem  probable,  that  he,  an  old  man,  disfranchised, 
would  after  twent}7  years’  absence  be  chosen  to  legislate  for  the 
“ province  of  Mayne.” 

From  the  petition  quoted,  we  know  that  he  had  three  chil- 
dren, and  from  another  paper,  that  James  was  his  surviving 
son.  We  are  thus  enabled  to  give  this  list  of  children  : 

2.  i.  James,2  b.  in  England  about  1630,  came  to  America  with  his  father. 

3.  ii.  A son,  name  unknown.

It  is  difficult  to  estimate  the  character  of  Anthony  Emery, 
From  what  little  we  know  of  him,  however,  we  infer  that  he 
was  a capable  business  man,  energetic,  independent,  resolute 
in  purpose,  bold  in  action,  severe  in  speech,  jealous  of  his  own 
rights,  and  willing  to  suffer  for  conscience’  sake.  He  did  not 
hesitate  to  express  his  opinions,  though  on  one  occasion  it  may 
have  savored  of  “ mutinous  courage.”  He  recognized  a higher 
law  than  statute-law,  and  with  the  courage  of  his  convictions, 
preferred  to  suffer  the  penalty  of  the  latter  rather  than  disobey 

4.  the  former  and  violate  his  conscience.  In  entertaining  Quakers 

he  obeyed  the  divine  commandment : u Thou  slialt  love  thy 
neighbor  as  thyself.” 

2.  James2  Emery,  sen.,  ( Anthony !)  son  of  Anthony  and  Frances 
Emery  born  in  England  about  1630,  came  to  America  with  his 

father  in  the  ship  James  in  1635  ; married  Elizabeth . 

She  died  after  1687.  lie  married,  second,  Dec.  28,  1695,  Mrs. 
Elizabeth  Pidge  {nee  Newcomb)  widow  and  second  wife  of 
John  Pidge  of  Dedham,  Mass.  Administration  was  granted 
in  1691  to  Elizabeth  Pidge  widow  of  John  Pidge  who  died  in- 
testate. Inventory  of  the  estate  was  filed  June  19,  1691.  “The 
account  of  Elizabeth  Emery  late  Relict  or  widow  and  admin, 
of  the  Estate  of  John  Pigg  deceased  in  Dedham  ” and  on  June 
10,  1709,  James  Emery  presents  the  division  of  the  estate.  May 
10,  1700,“  James  Emery  of  Dedham  in  New  England,  the  only 
surviving  son  of  Anthony  Emery  late  of  Portsmouth  on  Rhode 
Island  and  Providence  Plantation  deceased,  quitclaims  to  his 
sister  Rebecca  Sadler  alias  Eaton,  lands,  estate  Goods  and 
Chattels  of  said  Anthony  Emery  late  deceased.”  In  1713 
James  Emery  gives  a deed  in  which  he  describes  himself  as 
of  Berwick.  It  would  seem  that  James  Emery  after  his  elec- 
tion as  representative  to  General  Court  resided  in  Dedham  and 
after  the  settlement  of  the  estate  of  John  Pidge  or  Pigg  re- 
moved to  Berwick.  Had  grants  of  land  in  Kittery,  1653, 
1656,  1669,  1671  ; selectman  of  Kittery,  1674,  1676,  1677, 
1692, 1693,  1695  ; elected  representative  to  the  General  Court, 
1693,  1695;  grand  juror  and  constable,  1670.

was  a son  is  known  by  the  fact  that  in  1643  Anthony  Emery 
mentions  having  three  children  and  in  1700  James  Emery  of 
Kittery,  but  then  of  Dedham,  gives  his  sister  Rebecca  Eaton 
alias  Sadler  a quitclaim  to  the  estate  of  Anthony  Emery  late 
deceased.

“ We,  James  Emery,  Daniel  Emery,  Job  Emery  and  Gilbert 
Warren  of  ye  town  of  Kittery  in  ye  County  of  York  in  ye  Prov- 
ince of  ye  Massachusetts  Bay  in  New  England  and  Sylvanus 
Knock  of  ye  town  of  Dover  in  ye  Province  of  New  Hampshire 
in  ye  county  aforesaid,”  giving  unto  Zachriah  Emery  son  of 
our  brother  Zachariah  Emery  a tract  of  land  which  was  granted 
by  the  town  of  Kittery  to  our  brother  Noah  Emery  and  to  our 
brother  Zachariah  Emery.  This  deed  contains  the  names  of 
the  sons  of  James  Emery  living  at  that  date;  for  Zachariah 
Emery  died  before  1692,  as  his  widow  in  that  year  married 
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again,  and  Noah  Emery  is  mentioned  on  the  Kittery  records 
as  deceased  in  the  year  1729.  From  the  language  used  it 
is  evident  that  Sylvanus  Knock  and  Gilbert  Warren  sustained 
the  same  relations  towards  James,  Job,  and  Daniel ; and  as 
Sylvanus  Knock  was  a brother-in-law,  so  we  conclude  that  Gil- 
bert Warren  was  also  brother-in-law  and  from  the  Alfred  rec- 
ords we  find  that  Gilbert  Warren  and  his  wife,  Sarah,  Feb.  19, 
1706-7,  sold  land  in  Kittery  and  on  Dec.  28,  1738,  Sarah  War- 
ren widow  of  Gilbert  Warren  sold  land  in  Kittery.

THE  WILL  OF  JOHN  EMERY  SEN. 

This  is  the  last  will  and  testament  of  me  John  Emiy  senior  of  New- 
berry in  the  County  of  Essex  in  New  England  who  by  the  grace  of 
God  am  at  this  tyme  in  my  right  mynd  and  tollerable  composure  of 
spirit  notwithstanding  my  bodily  infirmityes  yet  not  knoweing  how  it 
may  please  the  Lord  to  deal  with  me  as  to  the  tyme  of  my  departure 
out  of  this  world  doe  therfore  commit  my  spirit  to  the  Lord  that 
gave  it  and  doe  desire  that  my  body  may  be  committed  to  the  earth 
whence  I was  taken  : (by  desent  buriall)  in  his  good  tyme  and  also 
commit  and  commend  my  deare  wife  and  children  to  the  gracious  pro- 
tection of  our  great  creator  and  mercifull  redeemer.  And  for  my 
wordly  goods  I give  and  dispose  in  way  and  manner  and  to  the  per- 
sones  as  followeth  which  is  according  to  my  will  and  full  intent  in  this 
eighty- third  year  of  my  age. 

First.  I the  said  John  Emry  doe  give  unto  my  daughter  Ebenezer 
Hoag  one  acre  and  half  of  upland  at  the  west  end  of  my  home  lot 
joyneing  to  that  parcel  of  land  which  I formerly  gave  her  at  the  said 
west  end  of  my  land  togither  with  this  acre  and  half  of  land  now 
mentioned  I doe  give  to  my  said  daughter  Ebenezer  and  her  posterity 
forever. 

Item.  I the  said  John  Emry  doe  give  and  confirm  unto  my  sone 
Jonathan  Emry  and  to  his  posterity  forever  all  my  lands  in  Newberry 
both  upland  and  meadow,  togither  with  my  freehold  and  rights  of 
.(20) 
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common  in  Newberry  togither  with  my  houseing  fenceing  upon  the 
said  land  with  all  thq  priviledges  and  appurtenances  belongeing  to  all 
and  singular  to  every  part  and  parcel  thereof,  the  one  half  whereof  1 
have  formerly  given  him  and  doe  now  confirm  to  the  said  Jonathan 
and  his  heires  forever,  and  the  other  half  of  the  said  premises  I doe 
also  confirm  unto  my  said  sone  Jonathan  upon  condition  and  in  con- 
sideration that  the  said  Jonathan  shall  manadge  and  manure  that  one 
half  of  the  said  land  both  upland  and  meadow  for  the  use  and  prop- 
per  behooff  of  me  the  said  Emery  and  my  wife  his  mother  so  long  as 
we  both  or  either  of  us  shall  live  : That  is  to  say  he  shall  at  his  own 
charge  teil  my  upland  according  to  our  order  we  finding  seed  of  such 
sort  as  we  shall  see  cause  and  also  laye  it  in  the  barn  or  house,  har- 
vesting of  it  and  every  thing  thereto  belongeing  in  due  season  and 
after  it  is  harvested  we  to  take  the  care  of  it  for  the  threshing  and  what 
else  is  to  be  done  to  it,  also  to  cut  one  half  of  the  meadows  and  make 
and  bring  home  the  hay  thereof  for  me  and  my  wife.  On  the  said 
land  to  lay  half  the  dung  which  shall  be  produced  by  fodder  growing 
on  the  said  lands  or  medow  on  that  part  of  the  land  wdiich  he  tilleth 
for  our  use  and  to  make  and  maintain  all  fenses  belongeing  to  the  said 
lands  and  to  repair  the  barn  and  houseing  thereunto  belongeing.  And 
also  the  said  Jonathan  is  to  pay  fifty  pound  in  good  and  marchantable 
corn  and  neat  cattell  under  eight  yeare  old  to  be  payd  at  the  dwell- 
ing house  of  me  the  said  Emry  according  to  my  ol  der  by  the  said 
Jonathan  or  his  heires  in  five  yeares  after  my  decease  and  the  decease 
of  my  wife  that  is  ten  pound  by  the  yeare.  The  which  fifty  pounds 
togitlier  with  my  chattells  & moveable  goods  I doe  order  and  dispose 
of  as  followeth  my  will  and  intent  is  that  Mary  my  wife  shall  have  ten 
pound  of  the  said  estate  to  dispose  of  at  her  deceas  to  whom  she  pleas- 
eth  and  my  grandchild  Mary  Emerson  I doe  also  give  unto  her  ten 
pounds  which  shall  be  pd  to  her  out  of  the  said  estate  and  my  will  is 
that  my  debts  shall  be  all  payd  out  of  my  stock  and  goods  and  that 
fifty  pounds  before  expressed,  and  then  my  will  and  intent  is  that 
what  is  left  of  my  said  estate  shall  be  equally  divided  between  my  six 
children  and  said  Mary  Emerson.  1 doe  also  appoynt  my  sones  John 
Emry  and  Abram  Merrell  to  be  overseers  of  this  my  will  and  in  case 
any  of  them  dye  before  all  the  particulares  therein  mentioned  be  per- 
formed Then  I appoy  lit  Joseph  Boyle  in  hisroome  as  witness  my  hand 
May  1th  1680.

and  by  these  Presents  Doe,  fully,  freely,  clearly  and  absolutely  Give 
Grant  and  confirm  unto  my  said  daughter  Rebeckah,  to  come  into  her 
absolute  possession,  emediately  after  my  decease,  all  & every  part  of 
my  houseing  and  land  lying  in  the  aforesaid  Towne  of  Portsmouth, 
with  all  other,  the  rights  and  priviledges  appurtenances  and  innune- 
ties  therein  being,  or  any  wayes  belonging  and  appurtaininge,  to 
geether  with  all  and  Singular  my  other  Estate,  both  within  Doors  and 
without  Doors,  reall  and  personall  ftreely  and  fully,  after  my  decease 
confirminge  and  Conferringe  the  same,  unto  my  said  daughter  Re- 
beckah to  be  clearly  and  absolutely  at  her  ffree  and  proper  disposing 
and  ordering,  forever  without  lett,  hindrance,  molestation  and  the  in- 
cumbrance of  any  person  or  persons,  whatsoever  ffrem  b}'  or  under  me 
or  by  any  right  or  title  of  mine,  yr  shall  lay  aney  claim  or  title  to  the 
premises  or  any  part  or  parcel  thereof:  only  it  is  hereby  provided  that 
all  the  just  debts  that  is  from  me  owing  to  any  (and  shall  be  unpaid 
at  my  decease)  shall  be  truly  paid  by  my  said  daughter  Rebeckah  : and 
also  provided  that  if  my  said  daughter  should  change  he  condition,  noe 
husband,  of  hers,  shall  have  any  right  or  interest  of  this  my  aforesaid 
estate  (hereby  to  her  given)  nor  to  any  part  thereof,  without  the  free 
and  absolute  full  consent  of  my  said  daughter  Rebeckah,  and  also  pro- 
vided if  my  said  Daughter,  after  my  decease,  and  before  her  decease, 
shall  not  have  absolute  occasion  for  necessary  maintenancy  to  make 
sale  of,  and  alien  the  said  housing  and  land,  after  her  decease,  shall 
return  and  belong  unto  her  sonn,  my  Grqrnd  Child,  Anthony  Sadler,  as 
mv  heir  therein,  only  if  my  said  daughter  shall  see  good  cause  to  pos- 
sess my  said  Grand  Child,  in  that  possession  sooner,  it  is  in  her  power 
soe  to  doe,  And  in  confirmation  of  this  my  full  ffree  and  voluntary 
act  and  deed,  I have  hereunto  set  my  hand  & Seale,  the  ninth  day  of 
March,  Anno  Domini  1680,
